Welcome  to  June!  June  is  the  sixth  month  of  the  year,  exactly  half  way  if  you  can  believe  it  from 
December.  Subsequently,  the  night  of  June  30th  is  Half  Year's  Eve,  when  you  crisis  about  "what  have  I 
even  done  this  year?"  and  most  likely  respond  with  "whatever,  tonight  was  a  really  nice  night,  we  stood 
around  in  a  parking  lot,  then  went  to  a  thing,  it  was  like  a  whatever  nice  night,  no  problem,  if  that's  how 
it's  going  to  be,  no  problem". 

The  etymology  of  the  word  "June"  is  disputed-  some  say  the  month  is  named  after  Juno  (aka  Hera),  wife 
of  Jupiter  (aka  Zeus).  Another  possible  source  is  the  Latin  word  "iuniores",  meaning  "younger  ones,"  or 
even  "juniors"  (as  opposed  to  the  "maiores"  ("elders",  or  "majors")  for  which  the  preceding  month  of 
May  is  named).  That  kind  of  makes  sense  but  let's  look  at  the  facts  (Greek  names  used  for  sake  of 
convention) : 

•  Hera  (Juno)  is  often  portrayed  as  majestic  and  solemn,  and  may  bear  a  pomegranate  in  her  hand,  an 
emblem  of  fertile  blood  and  death  and  a  substitute  for  the  narcotic  capsule  of  the  opium  poppy. 

•  Hera  is  known  to  be  jealous  and  vengeful,  often  towards  Zeus'  other  lovers  and  children,  and  is  feared 
and  respected  as  one  not  to  be  trifled  with  (aka  someone  with  whom  trifling  with  will  result  in  a  seriously 
epic  storyline,  and  stuff  named  after  you  in  a  "here's  a  bad  idea  no  one  should  forget"  way).  Hera  is  the 
daughter  of  Cronos,  the  ruler  of  the  Golden  Age,  and  Rhea,  who  was  literally  the  daughter  of  the  sky  and 
the  earth.  This  is  the  source  of  her  power  and  rage—  that  she  is  the  wife  of  Zeus  is  a  funny  complication. 

•  Animals  sacred  to  Hera  are  the  peacock  and  the  cow,  from  which  we  get  her  Homeric  epithet  "Boopis", 
meaning  "cow  eyed"  (which  survives  today  in  the  form  of  wide-eyed  bimbo-archetype  name  "Boopie"). 
She's  also  associated  with  the  cuckoo,  which  makes  its  appearance  at  this  time  of  year,  but  the  cuckoo  isn't 
sacred  to  her,  they  just  hang  out  together. 

In  short,  what/who  do  you  want  to  name  a  month  after?  Come  on,  no  contest. 


In  the  aniconic  era,  before  the  technology  to  make  bomb-ass  statues  existed, 
Hera  was  worshipped  in  the  form  of  a  pillar,  a  wooden  plank,  or  a  pile  of 
white  wool.  I'm  sure  we  can  all  sympathize  with  a  pile  of  white  wool,  but  a 
plank?  Kind  of  weird,  right?  But  there's  some  cool  parts  too,  right?  As 
anyone  who  looks  at  stupid  pictures  on  the  internet  could  tell  you,  the  plank 
is  a  current  hot  topic ! 
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"Planking"  (as  it's  called  in  Australia,  and  subsequently  in  all  english- 
speaking  countries)  or  "the  lying  down  game"  (as  it's  called  in  Korea) 
is  a  fad  currently  in  vogue  whereby  people  pose  for  pictures  in  various 
settings  pretending  to  be  inanimate  planks  of  wood.  In  addition  to 
being  a  logical  continuation  of  the  zombie  fad,  and  an  expression  of 
horizontal  power  structures,  planking  is  basically  the  2011  version  of 
the  early  20th  century  fad  of  flagpole  sitting.  Like  the  flagpole  sit 
before  it,  planking  is  a  personal  echo  of  architectural  vogue-  as  the 
flagpole  sit  spoke  to  the  skyscraper,  planking  speaks  to  the  sprawl.  As 
there  is  no  building  so  high  that  a  scurrilous  attention-getter  cannot  sit 
on  top  of  it,  there  is  no  setting  so  monotonous  that  dynamic  humanity 
cannot  shame  it  by  automannequinizing  within.  I  think  it's  fair  to  say 
that  what  Apollo,  whose  symbol  was  the  obelisk,  was  to  the  Apollonian 
1920s,  Hera  (Juno,  remember)  may  be  to  the  current  era.  OK,  this 
might  seem  like  a  bummer  (she  was  a  suckler  of  beasts,  mother  of 
monsters,  and  enemy  of  Hercules,  whose  chief  lasting  attribute  was 
murderous  jealousy)  but  she's  a  mother/maiden/widow,  she's  there  in  a 
pinch,  she  reconciled  with  Cool  Here  eventually,  and  she  did  after  all 
guide  the  Argonauts  between  Scylla  and  Charybdis,  the  original  "rock 
and  a  hard  place". 

Oh,  and  in  case  lying  down  stiff  as  a  board  has  too  many  negative  connotations,  remember  there's  also 
the  column  option:  one  of  Hera's  temples  boasted  155  of  them,  which  archaeologists  believe  were  most 
likely  just  shooting  up  into  open  space  unroofed,  not  holding  up  shit.  As  anyone  who's  ever  seen  a 
Barnett  Newman  retrospective  could  tell  you,  This  Is  A  Cool  Idea!  So  idea  1  is  a  plank,  idea  2  is  a 
collection  of  untapering  lines  impossibly  parallel  to  each  other  and  perpendicular  to  Heaven.  Oh,  and 
ceremonial  bathing  seems  like  a  big  concept  too,  there's  one  that's  easily  accomplished.  Did  anyone 
read  this  article  all  the  way  to  the  end?  If  so  please  send  a  self-addressed  stamped  envelope  to  this 
newspaper  and  we  will  send  you  a  piece  of  the  true  cross  absolutely  free. 
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Hey,  speaking  of  Cool  Ideas  and  Endless  Feminized  Jutting,  June  is  "Officially"  the  month  of  the  unicorn. 
According  to  Finnish  tradition,  if  you  bathe  naked  in  the  morning  dew  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  (or  the 
after-midnight  of  the  23rd),  you  will  stem  the  effects  of  aging  for  an  entire  year  (ceremonial  bathing 
again!).

Tacos,  tamales,  tapas,  popsicles,  french  bread  pizzas,  dumplings,  Vietnamese  tofu  sandwiches,  whatever.  Diego 
reports:  "Legend  has  it  that  King  Alphonso  X  (of  Castille)  mandated  that  when  alcohol  is  sold  in  taverns,  food 
must  accompany  the  drink,  to  avoid  illness".  That  sounds  about  right,  and  you  know  that  the  dude's  legit  about 
health  because  they  named  that  religious  soap  after  his  kingdom  or  whatever.

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Cherokee  is  a  cool  language  with  a  few  compelling  structures  and  a  written  alphabet  that  certainly  looks  cool  and  angelic  spraypainted  on  the  side  of  a 
Walmart  by  you  immediately.  Like  seemingly  a  lot  of  American  tribes,  the  name  commonly  assumed  to  be  their  name  for  themselves  is  really  someone 
else's  word  for  "weird  people",  which  they  were  like  whatever  about.  In  this  case  the  source  is  the  Creek  word  "Chelokee",  which  means  "people  of  a 
different  speech".  Not  so  bad  considering  that  "Mohawk"  is  the  Algonquian  word  for  "cannibal". 

"Different  speech"  is  a  cool  epithet  for  a  tribe,  and  glosses  over  the  fact  that  maybe  it's  on  purpose—  different  language,  different  thought.  In  addition  to  a 
diversity  of  means,  there's  a  defense  aspect  too:  pretty  much  every  forcibly  marginalized  group  has  used  a  factionalizing  speech  pattern  as  a  strategem. 
In  this  manner  one  can  talk  freely  among  members  in  hostile  situations,  encrypt  records  and  transmissions,  identify  outsiders,  and  pass  on  a  less- 
corruptible  worldview  to  one's  offspring.  This  is  how  it  works  if  it's  a  language,  argot,  patois,  slang,  or  particular  nomenclature.  In  the  case  of  the 
Cherokee,  this  strength-of-difference  became  an  international  asset,  when  it  was  used  to  transmit  top  secret  information  over  eavesdropped  lines  in 
World  War  I  (Navajo  was  more  famously  used  for  this  purpose,  in  World  War  II,  but  Cherokee  was  first). 


Structurally,  Cherokee  is  pretty  interesting-  One  thing  I  especially  like  is  that  some  verbs  ("pickup", 
"put  down",  "remove",  "wash",  "hide",  "eat",  "drag",  "have",  "hold",  "put  in  water",  "put  in  fire", 
"hang  up",  "be  placed",  and  "pull  along")  require  special  classifiers  which  denote  a  physical 
property  of  the  direct  object.  The  classifiers  can  be  grouped  into  five  categories: 


1.  Live 

2.  Flexible  (most  common) 

3.  Long  (narrow,  not  flexible) 

4.  Indefinite  (solid,  heavy  relative  to  size) 

5 .  Liquid  (or  container  of) 
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so: 

Jd&h    HIKASI  Hand  them  (something  living) 

J9(Mb    HINVSI  Hand  them  (something  like  clothes,  rope) 

J3JLh    HIDISI  Hand  them  (something  like  a  broom,  pencil) 

JBih    HIVSI     Hand  them  (something  like  food,  book) 

J3J\ih  HINEVSI  Hand  them  (something  like  water) 

Also,  in  Cherokee,  any  word  that  refers  back  to  a  noun  changes  depending  on  whether  the  noun  is  animate  or  inanimate.  A 
yellow  overcoat  is  a  different  "yellow"  than  a  yellow  bird.  To  see  a  metal  can  is  a  different  kind  of  seeing  than  to  see  a  weird 
frog.  Isn't  that  really  satisfying? 
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In  1999  Cherokee  was  added  to  the  Unicode  Standard,  meaning  it  could  be  displayed  perfectly 
in  any  web  browser.  As  a  result,  the  world  saw  an  drastic  uptick  in  written  Cherokee.  The  iPhone 
and  iPad  both  have  full  Cherokee  fonts  installed.  If  you  have  access  to  your  friend's  phone  for  a 
minute,  go  Settings  >  General  >  International  >  Language  >  GWy. 

Learning  a  second  language  is  very  good  for  your  brain,  it  builds  up  your  brain's  cognitive 
reserve,  which  increases  its  capacity  to  work  even  when  stressed  or  damaged.  To  that  end  there 
are  a  few  easily- findable  sources  for  learning  Cherokee,  and  they  will  be  PSYCHED  to  help  you 
out!  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  just  want  some  cool  insert  text  for  your  next  noise  or  black  metal 
cassette  release,  the  New  Testament  is  fully  translated  and  online  and  crazy  (it's  ok,  even  the 
devil  can  quote  scripture  to  his  liking-  cherokeenewtestament.com).  If  you're  into  more  overt 
politics,  there's  also  this  Blondie  reprint,  translated  and  findable.  Of  course  no  one  will  be  able 
to  look  up  what  these  things  mean,  but  scrutability  isn't  why  one  gets  into  noise  /  black  metal,  is 
it?  You'll  probably  forget  what  it  says  after  a  while,  then  how  will  you  feel?  A:  complicated.  Only 
a  faint  memory  about  something  being  messed  up 
or  beautiful 


Cherokee  wasn't  a  written  language  until  1821,  when  the  Cherokee  syllabary  (an 
alphabet  with  1  letter  per  syllable)  was  constructed  by  Sequoyah  (also  known  as 
Guest,  or  George  Gist).  The  written  form  swept  through  the  tribe  like  wildfire  and 
by  1824.  most  Cherokee  were  literate.  Newspapers  followed  soon  thereafter. 
Sequoyah  had  seen  English,  Hebrew,  and  Greek  writing,  but  did  not  know  how  to 
read  them—  as  a  result,  the  Cherokee  syllabary  has  some  letters  that  appear  to  be 
English,  some  Greek,  some  numerals,  and  some  Danzig  4.  As  in  all  written  human 
languages,  there  are  some  characters  that  appear  to  be  butts.

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Elizabeth  Taylor  was  the  film  star  of 
the  20th  century.

Your  website  describes  Augurari  as  "appropriating  the  structure  of  a  small  record  label.  "  How 
is  what  Augurari  does  different  than  simply  strdigbt-up  being  a  small  record  label? 
There  have  been  visual  artists  incorporating  sound  ana  performance  in  their  work  for 
decades.  Big  names  like  Christian  Marclay  or  Mike  Kelley,  for  example.  The  narrow 
parameters  I've  set  for  Augurari  derive  from  this  breed  of  art.  The  objective  is  to  pub- 
lish audio  recordings  which  are  made  by  contemporary  visual  artists  who  in  some 
way  use  sound.  It's  really  more  of  a  citrated  art  project  that  puts  out  small  editions, 
rather  than  a  record  label  that  releases  music  by  musicians  within  a  genre.  A  curator 
is  asked  to  participate  and  then  they  choose  artists  to  work  with,  then  we  release  the 
recording  on  cassette  or  vinyl  in  editions  of  150.  What's  next? 

In  the  next  Jew  months,  we'll  be  releasing  recordings  by  artists  Jim  Drain,  Ann  Liv  Young, 

Paul  Salveson,  Nicholas  Frank,  and  Snakehole.  ^
